The hospital filed suit to 
block the closing, and the 
district responded by asking 
the court to declare the 
corporation illegal and to 
approve the district's plan for 
closure. 

Palm Beach Circuit Court 
Judge Lucy Brown ruled 
Tuesday that the reorganization 
was legal; meaning the cor- 
poration controls the fate of the 
hospital. 

The decision means the mer- 
ger will not take place and the 
hospital will not close. 

Watterson said the case isn't 
closed yet either. 

"The district has gone out of 
its way to try to disrupt the 
operation of the hospital. 

"They've breached every 
single contract they had. 

"They need to be taught a 
lesson in manners and 
reminded of the law. 

The hospital is seeking 
damages from the district for 
multiple breaches of contract, 
including withholding of 
agreed-upon financial support 


in an old, dusty, Eastern’

No correlation in garbage rates 
Dear Editor, 

I am writing in response to numerous calls 
that I received in reference to garbage collection 
rates. There seems to be some confusion in 
reference to our rates as opposed to city set 
rates. There is absolutely no correlation what so 
ever. 

Rates in the unincorporated areas of the 
county are structured strictly on a per bid basis. 
That means the franchisor who is the lowest 
bidder per unit or household is awarded a

predefined District of this county, thus keepirig 
collection rates at their lowest. 

We maintain as directed by the Sanitary Nui- 
sance Laws of this State the same level of 


collection service as the city, but at a lesser rate

А 15% increase as announced by the City of 
Belle Glade across the Board indirectly affects 
our recycling collection costs but is not passed 
on to us. The ing rate increase from $1.95 
per month to $2.24 a month will be kept by the 
City. We previously offered to collect recyclable 
for $1.75 per month to all three Tri-Cities for a 
five year period, but were turned down due to 
their existing agreement with the Solid Waste 
Authority. 

South Florida Sanitation made a proposal to 


the City for garbage and trash collection that 


would greatly reduce citizens. collection costs, 


fifty-six percent of all Municipalities went 


privatized over the past five years. 

Savings to the City would be enormous due to 
the Elimination of Liability Insurance, 
Maintenance, and various and sundry expenses. 

We are again going to approach City Manager 
Lomax Harrell and the Henorable Commission 
on this matter. Hopefully, for the citizens of 
Belle Glade, this time our proposal will not fall 
on deaf ears. The following examples are offered 
for your information and perusal. — — 

Collection costs per households in the County 
for garbage is $10.20, ‘recycling $1.95, 
commercial collection per yard $6.20 In the City 
its $14.88 for garbage, $2.24 for recycling, and 
$10.26 for commercial collection per yard. 

Commercial customers would benefit most by 
our proposal as indicated by the following 
examples: 

1) 6 Yard dumpster collected twice a week: 
a) County- 369.76 monthly 
b) City 833.52 

A difference of $163.76 a month equals 
$1965.12 savings annually. These savings would 
be directly passed on the customer, the ones who 
deserve it most.

Living with Arthritis 


Editor's note: Connie Brown's daughter, 
Rose Tabor-Brown has Juvenile Arthritis. 
the Browns live in Clewiston, but Mrs. 
Brown works for Dr. Palacio in Belle Glade. 
She wrote this artícle for The Sun because 
this week, September 21-27, is Juvenile 
Arthritis Week. 


Rose was born prematurely at 32 weeks. Other 
than being small, she did not show any signs of a 
ious problem developing. 


At six months of age she began to spike fevers || 
of 105-106 degrees nightly. Along with these. | 
fevers, her right leg from the hip down would || 


turn from shades of red to deep purple, 
indicative of an active vasculitis. 
Countless trips to the naval hospital 


emergency room in Millinton, Tennessee would 


turn up nothing. The physicians would do 
everything they could to reduce the fever and 
curtail the apparent pain Rosie was in. 

After approximately six weeks of what became 
“routine” fevers, Rosie was referred to the Le 
Bonheurs Children's Hospital in Memphis. 
There she met Dr. Henry Herod, a professor 
medicine in the infectious disease departinent. 

Dr. Herod ran a battery of tests and observed 
Rosie clinically for two weeks. After what 
seemed like an eternity, Dr. Herod reported to us 
that he had found Rosie to have "Stills" disease. 
"Stills" disease affects the. major organs as well 
as both small and large joints. 


* The family was told of the process the disease 


would take and what to expect. The one thing we 
could not expect any time soon was a CURE. Не 
referred us to the Juvenile Arthritis Organiza- 

From day one the staff of professionals, at the 
Arthritis Foundation have been super. They 
videres the family with education on the 
disease, loaned equipment to us until we could 
obtain what was needed, and most of all a 
shoulder to cry on when it was too much to 
handle. 

From that day in 1984 until now we have 
never stood alone with "ARTHUR', a name that 
has become synonymous with Juvenile Arthritis 
and its victims, We are kept abreast of any new 
research being conducted as well as new 
treatments avajlable. 

Rosie wants to be like all other nine year little 
girls. She likes Barbie dolls, reading and riding 
bicycles. The only difference is Rosie runs out of 
energy and her knees become too stiff to pedal. 

The fact is, Rosie has to spend more and more
